H. R. Presbytery Approve of Refusal 
of Liquor License at Valley 


The High River presbytery conven 
ed in Cayley on Friday. The retiring j 
chairman, Rev. R, E. Finlay of Park¬ 
land, received hearty appreciation for 
his splendid year of office. Rev. A. 
Rannie of High River, was chosen for 
the coming year. Rev. R. W. Dal- 
gliesh of Claresholm, was continued 
as secretary. Rev. Dr. W. A. Lewis 
of Turner Valley and Rev. M. O. Gar- 
abedian, B.A., B.D., of Carmangay, 
were welcomed as new members of 
the presbytery. 

Itev. R. E. Finlay drew to the at¬ 
tention of the meeting that on Friday 
Sept. 13; Mr. and Mrs. James Loree 
of Nanton, were celebrating their 
golden wedding. The congratulations 
of thf presbytery were conveyed in a 
signed address to these old friends o 
the church, on Friday evening. "Rev. 
A. H.-Rowe, B.A., of Granum, was ab¬ 
sent through illness. His church had 
granted him a six weeks’ holiday, and 
the family motored to Ontario. Re¬ 
cently he has undergone an operation 
in Toronto for inward goitre. He is 
making good recovery, but will not be 
able to return until the end of Novem¬ 
ber. 

The ministers of the presbytery 
completed arrangements to supply the 
Sunday services at Granum until such 
a time as Mr. Rowe may be able to re 
turn. The members of presbytery con 
tributed one hundred dollars as an ex¬ 
pression of friendship. Messrs. Fras¬ 
er and McLean and Binnington, who 
have been doing summer work tin the 
missions in the foothill area, gave 
very encouraging reports of the way 
the people have responded to the 
church services. 

Rev. Dr. Lewis told of his work in 
Turner Valley. He i,s building 
church 48x28, with Sunday school 
room at the rear. He expects also to 
build the manse beside the church. A 
I site / has been purchased in Black 
I Diamond for $100 as a church site. 

I Dr. Lewis stated that the school 
j populafion has increased 200 per cent.

Presbytery expressed appreciation 
for the attitude of the liquor commis¬ 
sioner in refusing thus far to allow 
a beer license in Turner Valley, and 
also hoped that the liquor control 
board would adhere to that policy, 
owing especially to the dangerous 
work that the men are called upon to 
perform. 

The meeting also expressed its con¬ 
viction that the leader of the Domin¬ 
ion government should take steps to 
stop the export of liquor to U.S.—the 
present practice being a hostile policy 
toward a friendly ration. 

The next meeting of presbytery is 
called for Turner Valley in November 
Rev. W. J. Kidd, Okotoks, was contin¬ 
ued as convener of home missions 
committee.

GIVE UP MANDATE 


English Newspaper Wants Britain to 
Give Up Palestine Mandate 


The Daily Mail in an editorial de¬ 
mands that Great Britain give up its 
mandates over territories in the mid¬ 
dle east. 

The articles, headed “Hand back 
the mandates or the middle east may 
be our ruin,” declares that Britain has 
spent 300,000,000 pounds (about $1,- 
500,000,000) in Palestine and Mesopo¬ 
tamia since the world war. 

In connection with the article it is 
recalled that the Labor government 
has stated it has no intention of sur¬ 
rendering the Palestine mandate duo 1 
to the present Jewisb-Arab disorders. 

“Never before have British govern- j 
ments persisted in such costly obstin-' 
aey of policy of complete and prpved 
futility,” the Daily Mail article says, 
recounting and denouncing the man- J 
ner in which Britain obtained the Pal¬ 
estine mandate and asserting the Bal¬ 
four declaration promising establish¬ 
ment of a national home for Jews, is 
not fair to the Arabs. 

“The idea of a national home for 
Jews is folly which failed,” the article 
says. “The Jews have not gone back 
to their ^ncient land and never will. 
The golden opportunities of the Un- ( 
ited States are much more attractive 
than the prospect of patriarchal pov¬ 
erty in Palestine. 

The article enumerates economic 
and political disadvantages of re- j 
maining in Palestine and Mesopotam-1 
ia, and draws a parallel with the j 
Egyptian situation. It says Italy is i 
better situated to mandatory duties i 
in the middle east because its people I 
are climatically suited and under Mus¬ 
solini, Italy, in many respects, is the j 
best administered country in Europe, j

Two New Models are Beauties and 
Moderately Priced 

Two new Chevrolet six-cylinder 
models have just been announced by 
the Chevrolet Motor Company of 
Canada. Their introduction has come 
at a time when Chevrolet is enjoying 
sales far ahead of those ever recorded 
by a manufacturer of six-cylinder 
cars; for figures just issued reveal 
that more than a million Chevrolets 
have been produced so far this year.

The Imperial sedan is also built 
witlj, solid top and rear quarters Lan¬ 
dau irons* plated with sparkling 
chormium, give a touch of distinction 
to the car. A long, sweeping hood, 
bullet-type headlamps, chromium- 
plated radiator and one piece full 
crown fenders, as found on all Chev¬ 
rolet models, add further to the ap¬ 
pearance. The Fisher body has smart 
concave front pillars with rakishly 
moulded visor. The standard colors 
are bl#ck with moulding in saginaw 
green and striping in tusk ivory. In 
these as in the other Chevrolet mod¬ 
els, is found the 46 h.p. six-cylinder 
Chevrolet motor, with its fuel pump, 
air cleaner, improved combustion 
chamber and other features. 

ALTA CROP REPORT 

Threshing is fairly general through 
out the province, and grain in many 
cases is yielding higher than was an¬ 
ticipated. Threshing has been re¬ 
sumed in most districts after a short j 
period of unsettled wpather which de¬ 
layed operations to some extent, and 
with continued good weather will be 
completed somewhat earlier than was 
the case last year. 

From- the reports received it is es¬ 
timated by,, the Department that the 
average wheat yield for the province 
will be between eleven and twelve 
bushels per acre. This is as close as 
the estimate can be made with any de 
gree of accuracy until further returns 
are received from the threshmermen 
: throughout the province. The above 
I figures are borne out by the returns 
i which have already come in. 

According to an estimate arrived at 
1 jointly by the Department of Agricul- 
| ture and the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
I tistics, the wheat acreage in Alberta 
| this year has been placed at 7,422,962 
' acres. 

I A very satisfactory feature of the 
I present season’s yield is the high qual 
ity of the majority of the wheat be¬ 
ing threshed, many districts report¬ 
ing a large percentage of No. 1 and 
No. 2. In some cases, however, the 
grade has been reduced by the pres¬ 
ence of green kernels, but in very few 
cases is the grain below No. 3. 

It is apparent from the reports ' 
that there will be a shortage of seed 
oats available for next year’s crop in 
some districts in the central parts of 
the province, but it is believed this de 
mand can be met satisfactorily by oth 
er sections of the province where a 
heavier yield of the coarse grains is 
being threshed. 

A careful survey made by the field 
representatives of the Department in¬ 
dicates that a comparatively small 
amount of hay will be required as ev¬ 
ery available source has been made 
use of and the dry weather has per¬ 
mitted the cutting of hay on many 
sloughs which were previously flood- 
- ed. The amount required will, of 
. course, depend on the length and se¬ 
verity of the winter. There has been 
quite a demand for feed oats in the 
area most severely affect 8 *! by the 
drought. 

The selection of Colonel J.H. Woods 
editor of the Calgary Daily Herald as 
president of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce for the season of .1929-

In reply, Mr. Woods 
spoke of his deep appreciation at the 1 ' 
honor bestowed upon him and not¬ 
withstanding his various duties, he 
would endeavor to serve the Cham¬ 
ber in such a way as to justify the 
confidence in him. He was accorded 
a rousing reception—an indication of 
his popularity.

In the last issue of Maclean’s nWg- 
azine there appeared an interesting 
article on “This Flag Question” from 
the pen of Mr. Hugh Savage, editor of 
the Cowichan Leader, in which he 
points out that Canada has no land 
flag distinctively her own. She has 
the Canadian Red Ensign, a shipping 
flag which may be flown with official 
sanction only at sea. On land there 
is no such Canadian emblem. There 
I is the flag of Canada and that is the 
Union Jack. Some readers will pro¬ 
test and say, “surely that can’t be 
right. Why all the muddle? Aus¬ 
tralia, South Africa, New Zealand, 
Ireland, has a flag. Haven’t we a flag 
that we can call our own?” 

We have and we haven’t. We’ve 
been too busy with material affairs to 
attend 'to this flag matter, and every 
time it has seemed about to receive 
attention some influence <bas been suf 
ficient to scare the politicians into in¬ 
action. And yet the Prime Minister 
is understood to favor a distinctive 
flag for Canada, while the Leader of 
the. Opposition last year told a Cal¬ 
gary audience that a Canadian flag 
jpas coming. 

Mr. Savage points out that at pres¬ 
ent the foreign born and foreign 
speaking population of Canada is at 
a loss to know what is the banneT of 
their adopted land. They know the 
Union Jack stands for the United 
Kingdom, but naturally look for a dis 
tinctive emblem designating Canada 
and themselves as Canadians. There 
is, therefore, misunderstanding "and 
use of unauthorized flags in Canada 
itself. A dominion flag would remove 
this. 

Unfortunately space forbids publi¬ 
cation iii full of this very excellent 
article in this paper. After pointing 
out numerous mistakes made by ar¬ 
tists in depicting Canada in the Great 
War paintings showing the Canadian 
soldier holding the flag of the Mer¬ 
chant Marine in his hands as well as 
the Union Jack. To distinguish Can¬ 
ada House at London and Canadian 
Embassy in Washington, official per¬ 
mission -has been granted to fly the 
merchant shipping flag. Otherwise 
they would fly the Union Jack and be 
lost amid the Union Jack of London 
or undistinguished from that of the 
British at .Washington. 

But the people of the British Isles 
themselves have not found the Union 
Jack sufficient for all the purposes for 
which a flag is required by a nation in 
its various activities. Regiments us¬ 
ually have two colors, the first, or 
King’s color, being the Union Jack. 
The second is the distinctive regimen¬ 
tal color. Warships and merchant-, 
men alike use two flags. In each cas^ 
the Union Jack is one; the other is a 
flag in which the Union Jack has the 
place of honor, the top corner next 
the flagstaff. In neither case is the 
Union Jack ousted or supplanted. 

The British people, with true native 
adaptability and in conformity with 
the rules of heraldry, have therefore 
changed, adapted and supplemented 
the Union Jack to suit their needs. 

The further development and dif¬ 
ferentiation of the Union Jack, as pro 
posed, will serve the need of Canada, 
just as the further development and 
differentiation of this glorious old flag 
is serving the need of Australia, New 
Zealand <md Newfoundland. 

Once again, this is positively not a 
question of abolishing the Union Jack 
or substituting another flag for it. 
The Union Jack will always be honor¬ 
ed and flown in Canada, just as it is in 
the Motherland and in our sister Do¬ 
minions. 

Neglect to provide for and mark 
the growth, dignity and unity of Can¬ 
ada in this matter of a distinctive flag 
has exposed Canada and Canadians 
to ridicule and^scom, and has caused 
ill-feeling of a nature which is serious 

An admiral of a foreign power, on 
landing at Vancouver, is reported to 
have commented on the large number 
of customs houses the cit,y must pos¬ 
sess. He referred sarcastically to the 
wide use of the Canadian merchant¬ 
shipping flag on buildings. 

Sections of the Canadian press 
which pooh-pooh the need for a dis¬ 
tinctive flag presented a diametrically 
opposite attitude in their treatment 
of the news dispatches from Amster¬ 
dam during the Olympic Games. 

A typical heading ran: “Canadians 
Are Being Unjustly Treated; Claim 
No Canadian Flag Could Not Proper¬ 
ly Recognize Canuck Athletes’ Vic¬ 
tories.” 

Here is part of a^rfews story from 
Amsterdam, August 2, 1928: 

“Canadian officials deeply resent 
the manner in which the Olympic 
Games have been conducted.” The 
dispatch gives some instances and pro 
ceeds: 

“One of the many instances had to 
do with the raising of -th^ Canadian 
flag, Monday, when Percy Williams 
won the 100-nietre race. The custom 
is to raise a huge flag on the centre 
field. Canadians grieved when the 
Dutch authorities were unable to pro¬ 
duce a regulation flag. A protest was 
made, with the result that a regula¬ 
tion flag was secured and used Wed¬ 
nesday. It may have been possible 
that the Dutch did not consider Can¬ 
adians would win, and therefore a 
Canadian flag would not be needed, 
but that can be hardly a satisfactory 
excuse.” Presumably by this “Cana¬ 
dian’’ or “regulation” flag is meant 
the Canadian merchant-shipping flag. 

Does not this incident show that 
the Dutch were entirely blameless?

that Canadian athletes wished to be 
designated by a flag other than that 
of Canada—the Union Jack. 

Doesn’t it show that the statement 
from Canadian sources that “the Un¬ 
ion Jack is good enough for us,” is in¬ 
correct in that at Amsterdam the Un¬ 
ion Jack was not considered good 
enough because it was not sufficiently 
distinctive ? 

Herein is a matter involving nation 
al and international relations. Is not 

. .pet nation of the status quo high¬ 
ly undesirable? 

Herein also is further proof that 
the majority of the people of Canada 

.c—us many of them think they 

now possess—a distinctive flag for 
Canada ? 

This incident emphasizes the truth 
that Canada cannot longer afford to 
' he the only self-governing country in 
the world which does not possess a 
distinctive flag of its own. 

In view of the facts, will any Can¬ 
adian contend that the Union Jack 
alone i<s sufficient for all the uses for 
which Canada needs a flag? Certain¬ 
ly no non-Canadian will. 

Will any Canadian say that there is 
not urgent demand for settlement of 
litis question in which Canada’s self- 
respect is closely involved? 

A section of irreconcilables to pro¬ 
cess—to “broadening down from pre 
cedent to precedent”—express their 
inferiority complex in assertions that 
what they choose to call “substitu¬ 
tion” of a distinctive Canadian flag 
for the Union Jack would be regarded 
as a sign of Canadian disloyalty, and 
that the British Empire was about to 
break up. 

Talk of substitution is ridiculous. 
The outside world varies between 
scorn and toleration of our gaucher- 
ies and inconsistency. If there be 
substitution proposed, has it not al¬ 
ready taken place both unofficially 
and officially, as at Washington and 
London ? 

Have you not read or heard that in 
this project there is a base desire to 
weaken the Empire; to weaken the 
ties between it and Canada ? Have 
you been urged to show your loyalty 
to Great Britain by resisting any 
scheme to change the Union Jack? 

Does not this show that there is 
need for a new conception of loyalty, 
a loyplty of Canadians to Canada? 
That loyalty, in its best expression, 
cannot be other than a loyalty to the 
British connection and Canada’s proud 
place as the premier Dominion of the 
British Empire. 

Have we forgotten already Lord 
Darling’s words when last in Canada? 
“The strength of the British Empire 
'lies in the strict independence of its 
component parts; in its apparent 
weakness.” 

There is no question of loyalty in¬ 
volved in any way. The Union Jack is 
as much our flag as it is that of the 
'British Islanders of the present day. 
It was our fathers’ flag just as it was 
their fathers’ flag. The elder stay-at- 
home son succeeds to the family 
firm’s title and trademark. The young 
er sons abroad use that trademark, 
differenced by a distinctive address. 

The daughters of a family ^do not 
forever carry their mother’s name 
alone on their visiting cards. When 
they grow up, their own names ap¬ 
pear thereon. As the eldest Miss Bri¬ 
tain, it is not contemplated that Can¬ 
ada will change her name ot leave the 
family, but it is surely time that her 
own visiting cards were properly en¬ 
graved. 

Other critics of the proposal to put 
this flag question in order are of the 
“hush, hush” type. What has Cana¬ 
da to fear within or without? 

You may say, “We do not want an 
agitation in Canada such as that in 
South Africa.” We all agree. Per¬ 
haps we do not all recognize that the 
longer this matter is left in abeyance, 
the greater is the probability of acrim 
onious dispute. Conditions here are 
not the same as in South Africa. Our 
fellow Canadians of French descent 
may b e relied on to discuss this mat¬ 
ter as Canadians, conscious of the his 
tory of our country and loyal subjects 
of the British Crown. 

Already they have given some- proof 
of their agreement with the principle 
of adopting a distinctive flag for Can¬ 
ada, one which includes the Union 
Jack. 

Far from being a cause of disunity 
and disagreement, the adoption of 
a distinctive Dominion flag for Cana¬ 
da will be one of the greatest? contrib¬ 
utory causes to the development of a 
national consciousness' and pride in 
Canada and her connection with the 
British Empire. 

It will give to all classes, races and 
people in Canada a symbol of unity as 
Canadians. At present we have no of¬ 
ficially adopted distinctive flag to 
which the son of a long line of French 
or British Canadian ancestors, the son 
of the immigrant from England or Ic e 
land or Galicia, can look as the flag 
and symbol of his own country, and 
of his country alone. 

Abroad, a distinctive Canadian, flag 
would designate Canada, Canadian ^in¬ 
stitutions, and Canadian people. 

Its adoption would end the ridicule 
which Canada’s present attitude in¬ 
vites, and prevent embarrassment to 
Canada’s friends. 

Embassies and government build¬ 
ings abroad would then fly this flag 
without need of special orders-in- 
council. 

Exhibitors of Canadian commerce 
and trade would be properly disting¬ 
uished by a Dominion flag. Much val

TAKE OUT LICENSE 

124,000 Auto Drivers Take Out 
Licenses For This Year 

Until last week, upwards of 124,000 
licenses, were issued in Alberta.

Associated Well Came In With Flow 
of 27,000,000 Cubic Feet 

Another big well was brought in on 
Saturday afternoon in Turner Valley 
by the Associated well No. 1. . This 
well is in the southern part of the 
Valley in the Home section and not 
far from Lowery, Calmont and Har- 
gal wells. These as well as other 
wells will be indirectly affected by 
the strike. It is said United Oils, A.. 
P. Con. and Imperial Oil will get a 
12 Mi per cent royalty on the produc¬ 
tion. The strike at the Associated 
well came rather as a surprise, since 
the drillers have been working for 
some time sidetracking and quite re¬ 
cently started cleaning out the well 
preparatory to putting in anotheT 
whipstock, stated Mr. McLeod. - 

When the first whipstock was fished 
out of the hole, it was found that the 
cement had not set since it had been 
put in some time ago; and therefore it 
was decided to go into the hole and 
bail out some of the mud below. A 
considerable amount of the mud had 
been bailed out when the drillers real¬ 
ized that there was a strong flow of 
gas coming. 

This well was drilled to a depth of 
5410 feet and about 222 feet in the 
lime some weeks ago when the bit 
stuck at the bottom of the hole and 
driHers were forced to stop making 
new hole. It was anticipated at the 
time that there was a considerable 
flow of gas some depth in the lime, 
but the mud pressure on the rotary 
pumps held it back while drilling was 
in progress and then later it appar¬ 
ently choked itself off and remained 
so while all the side-tracking and fish¬ 
ing for the old rods was in progress. 

An official measurement of the wet 
gas flow from the Associated well, 
which blew into production Saturday 
afternoon, was taken Sunday and stat 
ed to be 27,000,000 cubic feet. On 
Saturday night J. H. Mcl^od, produc¬ 
tion manager of the Imperial Oil Com 
pany, gave a conservative estimate of 
20,000,000 cubic feet. 

In view of the fact that the initial 
flow from Home No. 1 was only 19,- 
000,000 cubic feet, and with that flow 
produced more than 900 barrels of 
naphtha within 24 hours, it is believ¬ 
ed that the Associated well is good 
for 700 or 800 barrels of naphtha 
daily. 

At precisely what depth the gas 
flow is coming from is not known, but 
it would appear to be some distance 
above the stuck bit. The bit and sev- 
eral feet of drill rods still remain in 
the hole, but to tools are known to be 
between the present gas horizon and 
the top of the hole. Two strings are 
in the hole at Royalite No. 4 and 
they have not interfered with the pro¬ 
duction which the well has yielded for 
years.

TALKED TO EDITORS 

Optimistic Viewpoint Coupled With 
Sanity Urged by Premier Brownlee 

In his address to the newspaper 
men of Alberta at Edmonton on 
Thursday last, Premier Brownlee 
drew the attention of newspaper men 
to the various aspects of the economic 
state of the province, pointing out 
where they could rightly use their 
voice in clarifying public opinion. The 
speaker remarked that the year now 
closing was one that had brought a 
great deal of apprehension. He hated 
to be a pessimist and also disliked to 
assume the role of extreme optimist. 
He liked to look at things sanely and 
face facts squarely. He hoped’the 
time would come when the develop¬ 
ment of the natural resources of the 
province would relieve them . of the 
necessity of relying upon the crop sit 
uation in relation to the welfare of 
the province. The crop situation is 
not so good as they could wish, yet it 
is not so bad as it looked, say six 
weeks ago. The question arises what 
will the next few years bring us, good 
or bad years. The premier made ref¬ 
erence to the dangerous condition that 
prevailed when his government took 
power, when they were asked to cur¬ 
tail most useful and important busi¬ 
ness of-the government. Fortunately 
they carried on and with good crops, 
optimism crept into the situation. - j 

“I have never been in a more opti¬ 
mistic frame of mind than tonight," 
declared the Premier. • “I will a.-k you 
to take a backward view of the situa¬ 
tion i.f the province, and vi!l endeav¬ 
or to show you nor to con ha: the 
swing.’ 

First of all, hts pointed out, there 
was the economic^change in the situa¬ 
tion of the farmer brought about by 
the co-operative marketing of his pro¬ 
ducts: He would not attempt to argue 
with them the matter of prices receiv¬ 
ed, but the ec mo.nic situation was 
sounder for the leason tn it the far¬ 
mer was living and operating upon 
the crop that was past and not the 
one to cone. The farmer could say 
that this year’s crop was taken, off 
and paid for by last year’s crop and 
was therefore pure gold. It meant 
they were now in a better position to 
stand poor harvests for two or three 
years than could ever have been done 
before, and it was why he refused to 
be either a pessimist or optimis* and 
only to regard the situation as tem¬ 
porary. Secondly, the Premier point¬ 
ed out they had recovered from the 
effects of boom days, and having ex¬ 
perienced their lessons, they did not 
fear any collapse of real estate values 
whether in city or country, nor any 
inflation of prices. Therefore, they 
stood upon an economic structure 
where they could look with a. cheer¬ 
ful face upon matters, which could 
nift be done a few years ago. . Alber¬ 
ta was in a better state financially 
than ever before, and could look into 
the future with assurance as great as 
any part of the dominion. 

In conclusion the Premier begged 
the editors to use their best efforts to 
create a love of beauty in their re¬ 
spective communities, contending that 
it was of vital importance and of eco¬ 
nomic value, inasmuch that a house 
and barn painted and kept in order 
j was of more value than an unpainted 
structure. He stated that the gov¬ 
ernment was ready to give all possi¬ 
ble assistance, and in one direction 
' had taken steps to create permanent 
| auto camps along highways, to set 
j aside park areas in the west and 
I three in the east of the province.
